The icsolution on female labor was brought np, 
and amotlon'to lay it on the table was lost. Several 
amendments were offered and voted down, and it 
wasflnally referred to the Committee on Resolutions, 
which was Increased by addingrour working women 
to it. 
Senator Wilson, who ,was discovered among the 
audience, THIS Invited forward and was Introduced 
by Mrs, Sjtanton. He said he had no new views 
with regard to this question; ho had heard of this 
reform twenty years ago, and he had nfrver seen the 
flay wllen he objected to His wile voting by hia side, 
and he would not yield to his wife .what ho would 
not concede to everybody else. 
He believed that 
women would have the right to -vote; it was soon to 
tate plnco. It excited scorn, ho knew, with some, 
bnthe was ready to vote on the Sixteentlf amend- 
ment, and give every one the same right that he pos- 
sesses.

-inceof $9.861 over those of the year before.

A'number of colored 
colporteurs have beeu successfully employed by various aux- 
iliaries and several Freedmen's Bible societies ore doing good

Of 75,000 families visited 3,000 were destitute and 1,600 sup- 
plied. Inllldtaaa71 out of 79 auxiliaries have finished the 
canvass In all but 13 counties; 42,749 families visited, this year 
and 3,555 supplied. In the Eastern New York agency 24,928 
families visited, 5,046 destitute. 2,015 supplied, one-fifth of the 
population being without the Bible. 


In Southeastern Ohio 32,373 families visited, 4,718 destitute, 


1,701 supplied. In Wisconsin 52 out of 85 auxiliaries report 
81,404 families visited, 2,966 destitute, 1,031 supplied. In Ala- 
bama, of 20,712 families visited, 4.753 were destitute aud 4.339 
supplied, mostly frcedmen. So m £?outh Carolina~.ol 6,785 
visited l,8il wore destitute, and every one was supplied. A 
very lotorcstmit canvass is in progress on the Central and 
Union Pacllic Railroads. 


To thcae figures must be added the work done by some of 
the largest State Bible societies, whoso reports have not yet 
been received. :

pected. 


Mr. Stuwart moved that the foregoing be printed 
and circulated under direction of the managers. 
Lately the greatest honor ol his life had been con- 
ferred on him, when, in company with others, he 
presented to prosldeht Grant from this society a copy 
of the Uible. He and his confreres found the General 
living In the White House; but aa soon as he saw the 
commute he requested them to "wait a little while 
until Mra.

HOW long Is It since the people ot the country 
were startled by verdicts of Juries excusing the kill- 
ing of human beings In Canada and Maryland npon 
tne plea of momentary Insanity or fjustice t" All 
passion la insanity. No one imbrues hia hands in 
blood while his pulse Is slow and his thoughts col- 
lected. The law is made for the punishment of the 
indulgence of this passion: but happily the latest at- 
tempt (of which wo shall now speak) b,as no occa- 
sion to obtain twelve honest men who might find 
good excuses for its demonstration, who would ac- 
cept specious arguments of tried counsel to affect 
their judgment; as the principal in the dire cringe has 
anticipated all Junes for his attempted inprder and 
caused them to sit as arbiters upon a condemned 
sett-homicide. 
The tragedy that. occurred to Brooklyn yesterday 
morning links with love all the worst forms of 
crime. It is a somewhat mysterious and melan- 
choly case, one of tbe great on record; The princi- 
pal actor, now dead by his own hand, was Samuel D. 
Talbot, a youth of goodly mien, young, prosperous 
in life, being.-til a thriving business: out some evil 
BDlrit that degraded hia humanity took possession of 
him, and with his own death tried to sond a soul, 
the standard of purltr, high and lotty, for whom life 
looked bright, full Of beauty and ambition, to the 
other world.

So. I Montague terrace, Brooklyn, is as lovely a 
location for a residence as the heart can wish for. It 
Is on the brow of the hill known as the "Heights," 
near tho ferry landing from the foot ot Wall street, 
tttls city, and overlooking the East river, New York 
Bay and the several islands In tho harbor, and when 
tho hazy mists so incident to large bodies ot water 
aro dispelled by the genial rays of the sunataien 
Island and the Narrows, with their glowing vlllaa 
and white sails, come within the gaze of the naked 
eje from the Bite.

situated. Mr. Flint, who haa long known Samuel D.

Tula introduction waa faily a year ago.

Miss Lizzie Scribner, a younger slater of airs. 
Flint, as had boon her wont for several years 
resided with those relatives during tho winter 
months, leaving her pleasant home in Portland, me., 
lot this object, the period being to her a' season of 
genuine gladsomeneas.

met. Of course they were often in each other's so- 
cietj; but wnat to him In time aeemed his polar star 
of life—her affection—waa not at all reciprocated by 
her.

Kot stiictlr on the overland route; lbnt wbo, when 


not pressed for time, could -pass EUco withont visit- 
ing tue new silver district, the district that is now 
causing so much excitement in the mining world, 
both on the Pacific coast and in the Eastern States ? 
I could not, rot one, and although the ride from Elko 
to this place is ISO miles, and that in a stage and 
over a very rough road, I determined to take the 
ilsfiancl see for myself the country I had heard so 
much of and that was said to be of such fabulous 
wealth True, I was travelling under the most favora- 
ble circumstances; I was with a party of six-, wio 
had a coact to themselves and who were to make 
good time, instead of being packed like iwrangs 
in a box and compelled to take twenty-four ioura to 
make the distance, and this was an- additional in- 
ducement; so this morning at three o'clock we were 
called to an early breakfast, and. -at half-past four 
we were snugly stowed away ir^a mua wagon, as it 
is called—a cross between, a stage ana an pxcajt— 
an indescribable sort of vehicle, such as was used on 
the overland route before tl$e railroad did away 
with all snch machines and rendered "travelling 
tolerable. 


Ihe morning was very cold—-Indeed,ili waa freez- 


ing—and to one who had long been a stranger to 
such, weather it was rather sharp, but it was clear, 
and there was every prospect of a fine day; so we 
here It without a murmur and wished tor sunrise. 
On reaching that formidable river, the Unmboldt— 
some 200 yards from the station—we round? that it 
had risen during the night, and that, as there was no 
bruise Aid as it had to be forded, it wssnecessary-that 
we should get out, for fear of getting our leet wet by 
reason of the water coming; over the floor ol the 
coach. We old so, ana then went over what was 
feraea a toll bridge for root passengers," a rough 
structure, made Tfr some of the settlers, who 
at one end had built a house, where they re- 
sided arid collected toll from all persons who 
crossed the stream either on business or pleasure.

Our party consisted of three "gentlemen from San 


Francisco, who were visiting White Pins on busi- 
ness, and three who were destined for JSew Sork, 
via White Pine, for a 'look see," as Chinamen say, 
myself being of the number. We were all ac- 
quaintances ana friends, and this fact gave promise 
that time would not hang heavily on our hinds It 
dilnot take long^to discover that ihe^onrney was to 
be of the roughest description, aud that we would 
bs weary and sore long before reaching our destina- 
tion. Ihe road can be better imagined than particu- 
larly described. ItwasTough in the first place; re 
cent rams had rendered it a mass ofmud, then the 
heavy-teams had cut it into deep ruts, and the cold 
weather of the past two days had frozen it hard 
rendering it a series 
of hills and hollows 
which we 
tramped 
over 
in

or jolted ua so that

heaas would come-violently In contact with the roof 
of the hardest riding -vehicle It was ever my lot to 
encounter.

-Hamilton must be situated at an altitude of be- 
tween J.OOO and 8,000 feet above the level of the sea, 
judging from Treasure ma, that overlooks it, which 
is 10,200 feet men; its location is exceedingly pic- 
turesque, beingsnrronnded by mountains that are no 
pigmies in height. Ail over these hills prospectors 
have located claims, and their huts, dotted here and 
there over the entire surface, remind one of an army 
In winter quarters. Snow is everywhere, and It sel- 
aom if ever happens that it cannot be seen during 
every month in the year. Now the entire snrfaeeof 
.Treasure Hill from Hamilton to its summit is clothed. 
ih-a mantle of pure white, and you can hardly real- 
ize that behind Its rugged peak, away up among the 
clouds, is situated the town of Treasure City, the 
headquarters of the mining district, and a place of no 
less importance than Hamilton. No one is favorably 
Impressed with m8 appearance of the town when 
alighting from the stage, there are no sidewalks, and 
you laud in a, sea ol mud, which becomes worse as 
you go to the centre of the street, until at times 
it Is almost impassable. Top boots and overshoes 
mnslrbe worn, and no one need pay attention to per 
sonai appearance here, font, is the last considera- 
tion.

mud wagon, and four liifenor horses. He was how- 
ever, better than he looked, and his description of 
hln trials and vicissitudes while driving on the over 
land route east of I envcr were quite Interesting "I 
have been very lucky myself, sir," he said, "with 
the Indians, but I uai e passed more than ouce dead 
bodies that hadn't been scalped half an liaur." I 
thought then an Indian -would hardly care to take 
his sculp, for he appeared such an insignificant 
specimen ot bumauit} 
Throughout the entile distance from Elko to 
Hamilton we met emigrants, bound to tne new sliver 
district- borne were evidently moving there with 
all tbeir worldly goods 
Some were ou horseback 
and many on foot with their blankets strapped u,ou 
their backs, wereslowlj plodding their waj to where 
they hoped to realize moie or lii^s of a fortune. Of 
course a very largd majority of them are destined to 
disappointment. Ihey leicn their destination wlUi 
little or no luonej, me soon dead broke and then

day; the local was not far off. In another corner, 
of which a room has been made, the other editor 
was inbea sick, half a dozen compositors-were at 
work, there was a power press, Washington hand 
press, two Gordons and a rotary, and the proprietor 
told me that ne was run down with job work. 
Really, I saw nothing more American in character 
than this newspaper office; and if energy deserves 
success truly the jiropnetor of the establishment 
should make a fortune.

$!Sa£Klr=tllis.-lawtooic effecl; (on the Sdof March, 
1869) the Senate confirmed the nomination of a num- 
ber of officers to promotion by brevet, which had 
been pending before that body prlorto the date of 
the act. Among these were some that had been 
made on accountof services rendered in recent en- 
f agemeuts with the Indians, in each of which the 
ate of the promotion qorresponfled with that of the 
service mentioned. The question which you submit 
is whether, under the terms of the law Cited, these 
latter officers are 'now ?ntttled- to the com- 
missions by brevet heretofore intended for them, 
and whether, by its terms, 
officers not of 
this 
class are 
now excluded "from brevet 
promotion. 
With regard to the latter branch 


referred to were not nominated for brevet promo- 
tion by reason of distinguished conduce and public 
service in the lace of the enemy they cannot now 
be commissioned by brevet. The circumstance that 
their nominations were pending before the Senate 
prior, to the date of the act does not relieve them 
rrom Its operations. These nominations were not 
appointments. To constitute the latter required the 
issue of commissions in pursuance of the previous 
nominations after confirmation thereof by the 
Senate; bnt the authority to commission in 
these cases was, it appears, swept away by 
tne 
statute 
even 
beiore 
such confirmation 
was made. 
It 
would seem, 
however, 
that 
the other nominations mentioned which weie 
made and confirmed for meritorious service in recent 
engagements with the Indians are within the act, 
and that consistently with ita provisions brevet com- 
missions maybe issued to the ofncera designated 
therein. The only point which suggests itself In 
connection with this branch of the subject Is 
whether promotions mafle during Indian hostilities 
may be viewed as conferred in time of war in the 
meaning of the law. That Indian tribes are capable 
or maintaining peace and war with the United 
St2!?B«!s recognized In numerous treaties made 
with them, and accordingly where 
hostilities 
DreaE out between any of these tribes and the gov- 
ernment, a state of war with propriety may be said 
to exist. 
Indeed, such hostilities have been so 
descnoed by the Legislature. Thus the act of April 
20, isiB, third state, page 4S9, made a provision for 
tne pay or militia called into service in prosecuting 
the-war with the Semiuole tribe of Indians, so that 
brevet promotions made during the existence of 
Indian hostilities for distinguished service in the 
presence of the enemy ara to be deemed as made in 
time of war within the meaning of the statute

account of the late terrible steamboat conflagration

The levee, that 
had been deserted for so long a time, was suddenly 
peopled by thousands of men, women and children 
alarmed by tho prolonged ringing of the bells, aud 
attracted I j.om drowsy beds by the great light at tho 
river. 
Iho mere naudful of firemen who dared meet tho 
destroying element at the water's edge seemed so 
puny and luslgulucant In the light or tho grand ter- 
rific coiiflatration, that the corwds upon the wharf 
couu not hope for the salvation of any that might 
be on board the doomed vessels, they could but 
stand, ana gaze aud shudder. The light wood work

Oil burst from confinement and flowed in 
broad streams far down upon the surface of the 
.river, resembling, when viewed from tho Suspen- 
sion Bridge, a separate rivulet of molten gold. 
Itappeared at tho first a hopeless task to resist the 
pr<*8ress of tne flre on the six boats over which it 
"ad «>.qu<okly spread, and hopeless It proved, for 
tne stiir>breezo blowing rrom the east bore the 
names froin one boat to another until all were 
ablaze, and ttie six river palaces were swept away 
like chair before, the wind. The firemen, seolnir that 
it would be useless to attempt to save the boats that 
were on Ore when tney reached tho wharf concen- 
trated their energies to save the steamers that lay 
above the Mclnotte. Planting their hydraulic bat- 
icrlca on the steamer Sl»ar Spray they stood, with 
scorching faces and blistering hands, directing their 
heavy streams of water to -points likely to be at- 
tacked. They were very successful In preventing 
the flames from communicating •• to the boats above 
the Spray, and even that boat wto not injured by 
the names to any appreciable extent. At three 
o'clock, when the connagration had spent ita energy 
on the six steamers, the iiremen were still holding 
their own.

any others, it IB that the peoples or prehistoric 
daya, with few exceptions, have utterly passed 
away, at the same time or soon after their civiliza- 
tion ceased. 
Man, aa a community, Is capable of 
degrading his fellow man, but cannot degrade hlm- 
aeir. By this it is meant that a civilized community 
cannot voluntarily descend to the debased condition 
of savages 
We have dally and numerous instances 
of tne voluntary degradation of individuals orrrac 
tlons of society, but nowhere Is there to be fouud 
recorded the voluntary degradation of societies. 
Wherever we have found an ancient civilization 
destroyed and its people degraded (not brutalized 
as the Duke Implies), there also have we found the 
conqueror and the oppressor. The inhabitants of 
Komill and solaalk (ancient Macedonia aud Thes 
aaly) may bo and have been accounted degraded 
but the degradation, of the pure Grecian stock 
has not been voluntary. The peoples that com- 
posed the celebrated phalanx of Philip and 
of Alexander and that organized the famous 
Thessallau cavalry were, from the very nature 
of things, Incapable ot falling as low as the 
Macedonians and Thessaliaus of the 
present 
day have fallen. So again with the Egyptians, Per 
sians aud otner Eastern peoples. Wherever we turn 
we find this deterioration caused by the persecutions 
and brutalities of conquerors Restore the lloerlles 
of theac people and their civilization will reassert 
itself. We see this Tact strikingly exemplified iu 
Egypt to-day and to some extent in Persia and 
the Bast Indies. 
Some nations 
have be™ 
utterly 
destroyed. 
Tho 
nomadic tribes of 
Arabia that "stare 
with wonder 
on 
the 
remains of temples" and the wild, wretched 
beings that hover about the ruins of Carthago 
liave nothing in common, not even by descent, with- 
the nations that possessed a great civilization 
Providence, In hla inscrutable wisdom, seems to have 
deereed that certain members of the human family 
shall ever remain savage, barbarous, degraded 
We 
say ever remain, because the known and traditional 
history of five thousand years ever places the negro 
in precisely the same condition that he la now in. 
By bringing him to onr midst and coutroiliuK his 
brutal propensities we may give him a certain civili- 
zation but wheu that association and control eeases 
he relapses into barbarism Ihis we sea in Huyti 
and St. Domingo to-day. The same thing may be 
Bald of our noinaulc tribes of Indians 'They evi- 
dently are not of the same branch 
of the 
human family as tho Aztecs of Mexico, the 
Aymares, Chlnchas and Huancas of Peru, and 
tho 
other ancient clvillzers of America, who, 
it noV seems almost certain, originally came In 
colonies from Asia. Ou the whole, we are inclined 
to Sii J. Lubbock's view that there is "no evidence 
of degradation" In pre-hlstoric man, and we also 
agree with the JDuke of Aigyll in rejecting tho argu 
merit that man was boru in a state of utter barbar- 
ism. The cycles of destruction have swept away 
many once powerful, civilized nations. Their com 
ruerce has dwindled to nothingness, their arts and 
sciences have been lost, and fecundity itself has 
perished, nut to compare them in their state of de- 
cay wltn the savages of Africa, the natives of Aus- 
tralia and the cannibals of the Paclflc is unjust, not 
ouiy to them, but to our present civilization. Retro- 
gression cau*ecarccly be termed degradation.

spirit of personal hostility to Dr. SwlnburnS 
that the HERALD addresses itself to the subject 
(Jfretormlnthe management of quarantine.

If Castle Garden has to be closed, up or removed 
to Sandy Hook, better let it be done than that emi- 
grants breathing ship fever should be allowed to 
take up their residence In the midst of the swarm 
ing population of Madison or Greenwich streets 
The rich people of New York, of course, feel little 
apprehension. They can easily leave for the watering 
places at a moment's notice, but it is possible they 
may return to find the grass growing in the streets 
they left: behind them. If, however, the manage 
mentor quarantine is hi the hands of a man who 
gives more of his time and attention to business in- 
tended to enrich himself and his confederates, to 
levying blackmail off every vessel that enters the 
port and has to pass through quarantine, to arrang- 
ing plans for defrauding the revenue-ana to en- 
gineering bills through the Legislature at Albany to 
render quarantine and everything pertaining to It 
a neh placer ror himself and his friends, then it is 
better the institution were abolished and we can 
then make sure that the plague, when it comes, will 
not catch us napping. 


The steamer Queen, from Liverpool, arrived m the 
harbor on Monday evening with over 1,200 passen- 
gers on board, The Quarantine doctor went aboard, 
and to his intense delight discovered, as he supposed 
two cases of smallpox. Here was aahourorso of 
vaccination that should yield in the regular quaran- 
tine way over $1,200 The ship, however, happened 
to have on board two surgeons who believed them 
selves as competent to determine what was small 
pox as the Quarantine doctor. They asserted that 
the two oases were measles, and vaccination was, 
consequently, out of order, but stm the Health officer 
persisted that smallpox and nothing else than small- 
pox waa visible on board that vessel, and all 
the 
passengers, crew and captain Included, 
should submit to vaccination or live and die la quar- 
antine. The surgeons of the ship would not yield 
their belief, aud as things began to assume a threat- 
ening aspect the Quarantine official deemed i/rudence 
the better part of valor, and, as the flrst instance for 
a long time, retired without Ms vaccination fees. 
By calculating the number of passengers who arrive 
here during one half the year, and multiplying that 
number by one dollar, we may arrive at a roneh 
estimate of the profits derived from quarantine 
vaccination. 
As 
a rule 
of. the 
Institution 
every vessel is 
supposed to have 
at 
least 
one case of smallpox on board—that is quite enough 
for the purpose, whether It be trivial or serious in 
character. It waa well for Christopher Columbus 
there was no snch official as SwlnDurne at Hlspa- 
nlola wheu he first came In sighs of that historic 
island Poor Christopher, It Is to be presumed, had 
few dollars left after starting oa his perilous voyage, 
but though he went on a mission ror the benefit or 
mankind, had our Swinburne boarded his weather 
beaten ship the Genoese marine would have had to 
submit to a dose of vaccination, 'hand over all 
his loose change aud never cut tha figure he aoes in 
history ofplantlug wita his muscular right arm the 
Iberian standard on the ^oil of the New World. The 
Frenchman who said that the vaccine of Quarantine 
was worse than the smallpox itself has been very 
extensively endorsed. Vaccination, wheu properly 
penormed, confers on mankind a blessed Immunity 
from the ravages of smallpox that cannot bs too 
highly prized, but when earned ou in the rapid and 
careless fashion that prevails at Quarantine, where 
the 
fee Is everything 
and 
the health of 
the passenger a secondary consideration, then, 
'OMl^^S^^^seieSlK>^^lf^^^Si 
Those loathsome skin diseases that we are so olton 
accustomed to see among the children of the poor 
may be traced to a great measure to the reckless use 
of Impure vaccine by indifferent doctors in public 
dispensaries. But what has vaccination to do with 
ship fever or cholera? What has Quarantine to pro 
vide against either of these epidemics ? in the lower 
bay, where operations will very shortly commence, 
there Is a man in charge who was formerly a boat- 
man, 
afterwards a carpenter and now a doctor 
He still holds on to the three vocations and makes 
each In turn yield a revenue. He is supposed to 
board a vessel and tell whether ship fever; yellow- 
fever or cholera lurka amid the crew or passengers 
Ihis, of course. His limited medical experience hardly 
warrants him In assuming; but he can always fall 
back on the primitive process of fumigation, and as 
doctor of that branch to hygienic science make 
quite an Imposing show. Doctor of fumigation la 
his literal -title 
Symptoms ot fever or cholera he 
cares little about 
Fumigation la hla panacea for 
everything. 


Apart from this it may be well to direct attention 
once more to the sale of the Quarantine grounds 
Whoever engaged iu the purchase of that pro 
perty on Staten Island will one day have to re- 
veal themselves.

On the Itth of April last the Consul of the United 


States at Callao, Peru, died In Lima, rf yellowlever, 
after a short Illness. Mr. McColley was a native of 
Mllford, DoL, and born In the year l820.~Ti.p- 
pointed by Mr. Lincoln as Consnl in tlio important 
port of Callao, he assumed the duties of the Con- 
sulato at a time when disorder and even worse, pro- 
ceeding from tho action of his predecessors, made 
his task a most difficult one. Still his strict integ- 
rity, aided by his well known executive ability, aooa 
reduced order out of chaos, and the Consulate, in 
stead of being a burden to tne home government 
soon became a source of profit and revenue In 
thirty months Mr McColley saved moro than $jo ooo 
to gold to the national finances, and one or tlio 
proudest moments of his life was when lie 
received from Mr. Seward a letter eloquently 
expressing

gratitude felt

ernment for such signal services 
and 
tiie 
firm faith and confidence of tho administration in 
their officer. Mr. McColley leaves a. wife and an 
only daughter, the wlie of Mr. A. C. Uyer. Jr

The evidences of grief and rc- 
apect for his memory shown both in this city and 
Oaliao were truly toncuing. All tho Hants, foreign 
and national, were at half mast, and In Oaliao the

Counsel cited the law relative to the Ju- 
risdiction of courts of this State over non-residents. 
The plaintiff was recalled to the witness stand and 
testmed ttiat he is now living in New York and was 
a resident ol New YorK at the timo of the com- 
mencement of this suit ana has rcaided here ever 
since; that he paid his Income tax in Chicago, how- 
ever, and went there for tue purpose of voting last 
year, bnt that being savised that his vote might be 
questioned he did not vote.

Tlie J'enrsnJl-O'Connor Contempt and Imyris- 


oaineut Case—Habeas Corpus Granted!. 


Before Judge Clerke, 


In the Matter of the Application of Anna S. Pear- 


satt ana Joanna O'Connor to 6e Discharged from 
Arrest.—The petitioners are, or claim to be, sisters, 
and were arrested on Thursday of last week for al- 
leged contempt of Court, under an order granted by 
Mr. Justice Cardozo. They are still in confinement 
-in tue Tombs under that authority. Two or three 
days since, it will be remembered, a communication 
was published over the signature of these women, 
dated at the Tombs prison, and very severely assail- 
ing the Justice wno committed them, and asking 
whether any lawyer dared undertake to urge an ap- 
plication for their discharge In the lace of the dis- 
pleasure which they say the Judge had Intimated 
wonld_ensue. That letter was evidently written for 
these women by some lawyer. 
Yesterday, upon application of counsel to Judge 
Clerne, who is holding this branch, of the court by 
regular assignment, writs of habeas corpus and 
certiorarl were issued to the warden of toe Tombs 
and the clerk of the court, directing them to produce 
the bodies of the petitioners, together with the record 
of the proceedings under which they are heldin 
arrest, Tor review, to determine the legality and 
regularity of the proceedings and commitment. 
Judge Cterke, however, It Is reported, declined to 
make the writ returnable before himself for hearing, 
but sent the matter before Judge Cardozo, before 
wnom the writ will be returned this morning at ten 
o'clock. Judge Cardozo Is at present holding a 
branch of the Circuit for jury trials 
The matter which led to the arrest of these women 
is somewhat complicated and disagreeable, and 
the matter has never been brought up as yet in open 
court It appearSj however, that Julia McGraw 
ahas Pearsall, nee O'Connor, a slater of the peti- 
tioner, obtained a divorce Irom her n-usband. A 
few weeks since proceedings were taken by the 
divorced husband to compel Julia to surrender to 
him custody of their child or to permit him to visit 
the child when he desired to do so. An examina- 
tion of considerable length took place privately, 
counsel representing both sides being present, and 
it ia understood tnat Judge Cordozo granted an 
order requiring Julia to allow Mr. McGraw to visit 
tne child pending a decision of the motion. Julia 
left the jurisdiction of the court, taking the child 
with her. It Is charged as grounds for tne arrest ol 
these two women, Anna and Johanna, that they 
aided and were in collusion with Julia in defeating 
the process of tne court.

Meeting of the New York Fruit Growers' 


Club— Speeches of General Imbedea and 
Colonel 
Cabell— The Advantages of Ylr- 


gfma—AIiijiIilceiit- Donation 
to Southern 


* Horticulturists. 


The New York Frait Growers' Clnb met yesterday 


afternoomu; its hall, Nog. 36 and aiPatk-^nioe. Dr. 
Hillock presided Miscellaneous business being first 
jn order, gome agent of a compound promising 
"Death and extermination to cnrcnllo, canker worm, 
tuple mots, potato mug, cotton worm, tobacco 
worm," and all kindred species or vermin pestering 
horticulturists, stepped-np to explain the excellencies 
of Ms compound and distributed circulars. He was 
asked whether any practical t«st nad been mad« with 
the preparation, and m answer, he referred again to 
the circulars. It was remarked by one experienced 
member of the society that Bnch an invention would 
be worth, millions to the mventor, bnt lie doubted 
znnclt whether anything of the Mnd was even pos- 
sible. Upon this the "agent" subsided and the regu- 
lar onsiness of the club was entered into, to hear 
from several of the Southern gentlemen present an 
account ol tne inducements for emigration to the 
South. 


Colonel Cabell, wrongly "printed Oabral fn a 


former report, spoke first. The question propounded 
for the consideration of the club— where to emi- 
grate — he said, presupposes a desire for a change of 
home. He would, therefore, say nothing upon that 
subject, but speaK chiefly upon what agriculturists 
are interested— in the places where It is best 
to emigrate to There were fonr considera- 
tions to be" estimated in determining this. First, 
cheai? lands; second, the profits of agricultural 
labor, dependent on the productiveness of the land; 
third, the nealthfnluess of the climate, ana fourth, 
the probable increase in the valne of land. On all 
these points he believed the South offered greater 
inducements at present than any other portion of 
the-conntry. He would, however, confine himself 
to the State of Virginia. It is, in the first place, 
nearer, than any part of the West, and, therefore, 
cheaper of access. Improved farms in Virginia may 
be had for less fum what It has cost to make the 
Improvements, and at from six to ten dollars per 
acre good and productive larms may be noneht, the 
buildings alone Having cost more than tnat amounts 
In regard to the^ second point, Virginia, the Colonel 
said, presents special inducements. Its original 
extreme" fertility of soil nas not yet "been ex- 
hausted; but It is the opinion of all who 
passed through the State, that with the same 
system 
of agriculture adopted in, the North, 
with the use of 'fertilizers, a greater amount of pro- 
ducts could be got than anywhere- in the Nortn. In 
regard to the variety of production, Virginia excels 
every other section. There is scarcely anything grown 
on. the continent which, wui, not grow in Virginia, 
and no where better Virginia flour is even now one 
dollar nieher per barrel than any other. When the 
best marltets are almost at the door, the saving of 
transportation would be enough, in one year to pay 
for the land. In regard to labor, tne Colonel was very 
emphatic. He said that in proportion to the price 
paid, bettec labor can. be secured than anywhere 
else. Though, slavery was abolished, those frAo were 
slaves are tnere still; they have only changed 
owners. While they were formerly owned by their 
masters, tliey now own themselves. He would as- 
sure his hearers that not a man in the South would 
re establish the 
former 
condition. 
He Had 
himself owned 260 negroes, and liad lost a large 
fortune through, the consequences of the war, but 
he had no wish to see the old state"of things re- 
stored, nor nad any other in the same position like 
him. The freedmen will wort, not as intelligently 
as Northern men, but still they worfe remuneratively 
tor tneir employers. THe statistics referred to T>y 
General Tochman at the last meeting nad for tneir 
object only to show the great productiveness of the 
Southern soil. There were other industries in the 
North, he knew, which yieldedlargely, bnt if North 
em people were only to come South and establish 
these industries it would only yield to a still better 
development of tne fertility of thesolk In point of 
health there is no better locality then Virginia. He 
had lived for a year on Staten Isiand and fonnd 
more chills and fever among children than he did In 
Virginia. Emigrants to Virginia find anestablisaed 
community with a refined civilization, schools and 
colleges, people of education and industrial habits 
all around them. There J^edJB4>e.no>fe«.t>-«>f 'n'"*".**' 
4 
Implore 
the Northern people to come, and from that ic may 
be judged what their sentiments are. Eventhemost 
radical of radicals, If he comes and purchases land 
and settles among them, is considered one of them, 
ror they know that in less ttian a year he will be as 
good a Virginian as any born on the soil, and as de- 
sirable a neighbor. As to the fourth point—the pros- 
pective valne of the' land—he would only refer 
to tha location of Virginia, to the salubrity of 
climate and the fertility of soil. The time is notfar 
distant when Virginia will be one of the most, IT 
not the most, prosperous States in the Union. Tne 
plans for internal improvement are rapidly extend- 
ing and perfecting. Railroads are projected and. In 
the course of building and all are striving to com- 
plete them. There is a line now building From Nor- 
folk connecting with the South and reachlne, with, 
its connections, to Memphis, from whence it will 
branch out to connect with, the Facino Bailroad. 
The Blue Kldge and the Alieghany Mountains are 
now being tunnelled, and in n snort time they will 
succeed in connecting NorfclK with the Ohio by a 
canal. Norfolk harbor is. in depth ol water, superior 
to that orNew York, and when this canal is finished 
a boat from Omaha may come down the Missouri, 
up the Ohio and through this canal into Jamca river 
and to Norfolk without unloading. It is almost*im- 
possiblo now to foretell what tueso Improvements 
may do for Virginia and Its -inhabitants. The uen- 
tleman closed by some rapid references, showing 
that ntany of the advantages ascribed to Virginia are 
equally true of most of the other Southern States. 
He was followed bj1 General Imboden, well known 
as one of the most daring generals ol the late, con- 
federacy. He presented a map or Virglniaund stated 
that the question to be discussed before the meeting 
was of much more Importance tuan many believed.

Such, with, 
their 
small capital, would do well in the South, and he 
the speaker, would like to reach the public mind 
through such public discussions. Virginia presents, 
by the variety of its surfai-e, climate and produc- 
tion, and by Its peculiar relations to other States 
special inducements for permanent settlers. It lies 
on tuo middle of the Atlantic coast. It is subject 
neither to extreme heat nor extreme cold. In the 
coldest of winters the James Hlver Canal was closed 
only forty one days. During last winter snow never 
remained on the ground for more than forty-eight 
hours at any one time, and while tho last was a very 
hot summer, it was not so hot as in New York, while 
the mean range of ihe thermometer is never so iigh 
In summer nor so low in winter at Richmond aa 
here The fall of rain is more moderate and more 
equable than farther north or south The peculiar 
location of Virginia should be taken into account. 
The Pacific Railroad may work a change In the 
channel of trade, and while goods for distribu- 
tion in this country will always pass through 
New York, Norfolk may successfully compete lor 
that part of the Western and Asiatic trade going to 
Europe. The General spoke of the projected railroad 
through Virginia and ov cr the Blue Mountains, where 
besides the shorter distance overland, no grade 
would be higher than twenty nine feet six Inches 
to the mile, while the Baltimore and Ohio Kallroad 
has grades over one hundred feet to the mile- so 
that, on ihls account, tho transport of freight to the 
sea coast would be cheaper, ine influence of this 
position of Norfolk—the best laud-locked harbor on 
tho Continent—upon tha back country and the 
farmers in the Interior of the State cannot be over- 
estimated 
There are other good markets now. A 
friend of his had shipped wheat to the wharf in New 
York at sK cents per bushel for freight, and 
cheap freights are an important item for tho 
farmer to consider. The Paclnc Railroad will open 
the Western half of the Continent to immi- 
gration Irom among the flve hundred millions of 
Mongolians from Asia, contact with whom the 
emigrant should avola, and, though the march ot 
empire has been to the West, the seat of empire 
will remain east of tho Mississippi.

Administration— What Is the Promise ? 
We are in the third month of General 


Grant's administration, and still there are no 
visible signs in the heavens of the diwn 
of the millennium. The General's inaugural 
was a good thing. It gave general satisfac- 
tion in refereace to the Cabinet, and likewise 
oft economy,, retrenchment, reform, an honest 
payment of the national debt, the fifteenth 
amendment and our foreign relations; but 
Washburne, first choice as Secretary of State, 
was a riddle, and the general make-up of the 
Cabinet, as it now stands, not only puzzles 
the politicians, but is by all sorts of men ac- 
cepted in the lump as a mystery past finding 
out. AH that the politicians profess to know 
of the Cabinet is that Pish in diplomacy is a 
disciple of Seward ; that Boutwell is the in- 
strument of a faction in Congress ; that Cox, 
Cresswell and Hoar are mere political make- 
weights ; that General Ra-sriina, as Secretary 
' 


ceives from his government a military promo- 
tion, with its perquisites, which hardly meet his 
proper expenses. Some of his follow citizens 
patriptiealljf step &Tto Ms relief and he re- 
ceives their offerings. They make his mind 
easy touching his private affairs, and thus he 
may more largely devote hia energies to his 
public duties. We may admire the remarkable 
example ot that sterling soldier, General 
George H. Thomas, in refusing all suoh private 
recognitions of his great achievements, from 
the gift of a mansion to the gift of a service of 
silver; but the fashion runs the other way, 
and General Grant has only followed the fash- 
ion, He is a practical man, and, moreover, he

Grant, however, plunged into this jungle of 
the spoils as he plunged into the jungle of the 
Wilderness, expecting hard knocks, but re- 
solved to get through. He has* got through ; 
but the groans of the wounded are painful to 
hear, and through-the rank and file of the re- 
publican oamps there are weeping and wailing 
and gnashing of teeth. 
To change the figure, 


this scramble for the spoils has been a most 
disgraceful and demoralizing spectacle, and 
the prevailing influences at headquarters do 
not promise much in the way of retrenchment 
and reform. The evils here brought to light 
may lie in the established and pernicious sys- 
tem of personal rewards for party services, but 
still these evils, since General Grant's inaugu- 
ration, have been developed more alarmingly 
than ever before ; for never before has there 
been in this country such an exhibition of im- 
pudence, rapacity and shameless wrangling 
over the public plunder. 


Ihe results were Inevitable. It is simply 


impossible to give general satisfaction in par- 
celling out the plunder when the office-seekers 
compared with the offices are as ten to ona. 
Hence the prevailing hue and cry among the 
republican journals over the stupid appoint- 
ments of this administration, its Ingratitude 
to its friends and its reckless disregard of the 
claims of the unlucky beggars, hat in hand, 
turned empty away. They have become even 
scandalous in their saousatlons ; for they gay 
that the favors of the administration are bought 
and sold, that gifts of nouses and lots, and 
horses 
and 
carriages, and 
books 
and 


hats, and boots and shoes find a cordial wel- 
come at headquarters ; and those accusers 
aak ua in derision, what can you expect of an 
administration which invites approaches that 
were repulsed even by John Tyler, Pillwore 
and Andy Johnson ? 


la relation to all such charges wo hold that 


custom gives an excuse to General Grant, and 
that the beggarly and contemptible stinginess 
of the government to its faithful servants who so 
services cannot be measured by dollars and 
cents la an excuse for the custom of private sub- 
scriptions and individual offerings in such 
cases. 
The British government rewarded 


Wellington in princely gifts of honors, money 
and rich estates, while for services incalculably 
greater and more important than those of the 
great Duke, General Grant, a poor man, re-

would be squeamish to decline a gift rJaUy 
useful the acceptance of which is regarded as 
a compliment by the giver. " "~ -~~-»~-

But, absolving the President dpon these 


matters, the question still recurs, what is the 
promise of his administration? He has given 
us nothing yet but his inaugural, his Cabinet 
and his general division of the spoils upon 
which to form a judgment. Judging from these 
things the promise is not very bright. He has 
reduced to practice the radical doctrine of 
"equal rights," regardless of race or color ; for 
his appointments cover all shades of race and 
color, from the Caucasian to the undiluted Af- 
rican. 
He has also practically recognized 


women's rights in the appointment of a good 
lot of patriotic women aa postmasters. And BO 
it turns out, while the republican journals pur 
excellence have become in some oases as bad 
as the copperheads in their flings and denun- 
ciations of the President, that Wendell Phil- 
lips, Fred Douglass and the women's rights 
women sing Ms praises and crown him with 
flowers. This marks the consummation of a 
great revolution; but what nest? 
Oar too 


sanguine expectations have subsided. Saladln 
sitting In the White House, and, while loung- 
ingly smoking his cigar, discussing the claims 
of Tom, Dick and Harry for the consulate of 
Chlnchowfoo, or the Post Office at Jones' Cross- 
roads, is a disappointment. Nor does It satisfy 
us to hear that while General Grant proposes 
to do nothing for the present on the Alabama 
claims, Cuba, St. Domingo, or Mexico, his 
private opinions on each and all these subjects 
are those of Young America. Public acts are 
what we want, not private opinions, 


To sum up — In the third month of an admin- 


istration with four years before It for the de- 
velopment of a policy, if but little is promised 
but little can be reasonably expected. The 
promise, however, upon one manifest defi- 
ciency, is not encouraging. We refer to the 
deficiency in the administration in the sagacity 
to grasp, and the energy for decisive action, 
demanded by the crisis in reference to our do- 
mestic and foreign affairs. 
We must have re- 


trenchment and reform on a grand scale in our 
domestic affairs, or a vigorous foreign policy 
of expansion from this administration, or in 
the elections for the next the short method of 
removing our present burden of taxes and debt 
wii work ano'ther political revolution. How 
important, then, the question, Will this admin- 
istration be a failure ?

gave way, retreating In good order, with a

The Reported Tripartite Alliance and 


Cuban Question. 


Whenever the tide of events in Europe or 


America runs particularly strong the old idea 
that animated the Holy Alliance is sure to crop 
out upon the irarface-, and we hear grand an- 
nouncements of a combination of Powers 
which, by triple alliance, is to control all 
action and stop the course of events. 
This 


was the scheme of the Holy Alliance origi- 
nated at Paris in 1815, and assented to by all 
the European dynasties of that day except 
England and the Pope of Rome. Its ostensi- 
ble object was "to regulate the States of 
Christendom 6n principles of Christian amity;" 
but its real purpose was to counteract the 
gpirii of prspsgandism and revolution which 
the birth of the American republic Iraa started1 


I on Its Inissioir among tne nations, auu |o pra- 
",|erve existing dynasties which, at the period 


whijn the Holy Alliance scheme was Invented, 
had jiist triumphed over the fruits of the 
Frenehre^olutiott and consigned Napoleon to 
perpetual imprisonment. 


The old scheme received a deadly blow 


through that famous declaration of Canning, 
which, by preventing the inferyention of the 
allied Powers In behalf of Spain" figainst her 
rebellious colonists, called all Spanish-America 
into national existence; and the old alliance was 
finally buried to rise no more by the French 
revolution of 1830. It was when Mr. Canning 
was making his fight with the anti-liberalism 
of the original scheme that Mr. Monroe came 
to his aid with the declaration of the American 
principle known as the Monroe doctrine. But 
no sooner does any people In Europe or 
America move In behalf of freedom than 
straightway comes a project of a new holy, or, 
as the modern phrase expresses it, tripartite 
alliance, to preserve some existing tyranny. 
The most notable recent examples are the cele- 
brated tripartite treaty proposition which fol- 
lowed the Ostend Conference, under which 
England, Trance and the United States were 
to guarantee Spain against any development 
of the free idea in Cuba, and the alliance 
between France, Spain and England, osten- 
sibly to collect certain debts of Mexico, but 
really to abolish free government there. 


As a cheek on revolution in Western Europe 


these tripartite alliances are useful things to 
the dynasties. They form an organized oppo- 
sition to modern political propagandism, and 
at the same time serve each at home as a di- 
version against local troubles. It is a notable 
fact in. the tone aud temper of modern thought 
that the people of every nation sympathize 
with all rebels except their own. Against this 
impulse the moral weight of dynastio alliances 
and their concomitant legislation in the shape 
of neutrality laws and similar enactments 
affords a very convenient foil at home. We 
may sympathize, but we must respect the 
laws aud public treaties. This is the case 
with Spain at this moment. She occupies the 
anomalous position of establishing a rebellious 
government at home and defending the ancient 
tyranny in Cuba. It is not principles but 
dynastic rights she claims to defend. 
The 


agitation of the tripartite treaty question and 
dynastic rights over their own rebels is a very 
useful foil to the revolutionary government in 
Madrid, counteracting as it does the propen- 
sity to further revolution which ia so strong 
among all the political parties in the Spanish 
peninsula to-day.

permanent effect In America. The theory of 
government founded on popular consent la too 
firmly rooted In the New World to be checked 
or thwarted here by dynastic combinations. 
Every attempt of that kind since 1776 has not 
only failed, but by its failure has weakened 
dynastic power In Europe and given new vigor 
to the Ideas there which are steadily preparing 
the impending fall. Our material development 
has been so enormous and so rapid, and at the 
same time so entirely Independent of European 
aid or influence, that we are beginning to exer- 
cise a corresponding counter influence on the 
views of cabinets and the schemes of dynasties. 
Wo now form a most important part of that 
world outside of Europe which Is steadily 
belittling the ancient and venerable idea called 
"the balance of power In Europe." We are 
uniting the world with the bands of trade and 
the ties of material interests. China, Japan, 
Australia and Russia in Asia are throwing 
their commercial Interests Into the scale, and 
the balance of power in the world is the coming 
rule of international diplomacy.

the Monroe policy. This Is well known in 
Europe, and many of our readers will remem- 
ber the excitement paused there by the con- 
gress of American Ministers at Ostend fifteen 
years ago, when It was supposed that $e 
Cabinet at Washington would accept the con- 
clusions of that congress as the cardinal 
points of American diplomacy* 
But the

the occasion of announcing that our action will

England und France—The Tripartite Alliance. 


Franoe just now Is in a peck of troubles. 


Riots have already taken place in Paris under 
the excitement of the approaching elections. 
Napoleon has few stronger desires than to 
find a good reason to make the French people 
look abroad. It is not otherwise with Eng- 
land. Eeforms are not contenting the people. 
We cannot say that France wishes to go to 
war with America ; for we know that France 
has not forgotten her ignominious retreat from 
Mexico and the cause of the same. The New 
Dominion is too nefcr as and Is too helpless— 
not to speak of the excitement whick now 
exists on the Alabama claims question—for 
England to hare any desire td.provoke hostili- 
ties with this country. Rumor, however, ^s 
^Sometimes as serviceable as actual facft. 
If 


,thls tripartite alliance rumor has any Euro- 
Wan foundation at all it Would not snrprla6'~us~ 
to learn that it owes its origin to the domestic 
'troubles from which France and England are 
now guSeriug. If the minds of the French 
and British people are filled with thoughts 
that relate to foreign countries they will be 
the less occupied with domestic questions. If 
gas must escape, the leas dangerous the chan- 
nel the better. This rumor of an alliance may 
prove as convenient as any other. 


A Model Loginlatnro. 


For many years there has not been such a 


heavy burden of legislation carried oa the 
shoulders of the representatives of the people 
of this State at Albany, nor so protracted a 
session, laying such a heavy tax of labor upon 
each member, as during the session just con- 
cluded. For one hundred and twenty-five 
days, and a good many nights, the legislative 
session was ground out. In former times each 
day of legislation was supposed to accumulate 
ii-esh mischief for the taxpayers, but, allowing 
lor the inevitable amount of bad legislation, 
jobs and corruption, without which Albany 
would lose its identity, we in this city do not 
appear to have suffered much. 


It is true that corruption, flourished and held 


its head high among the members of the ma- 
jority. It is true also that there was little at- 
tempt at disguise upon this point. In the 
Senate especially it is said that certain repub- 
licans were openly in the market, and that wise 
lobbyists could ux their price to a mill upon the 
rote of these men. They were denounced as 
traitors to their party by their own colleagues, 
and attacked fiercely by the party journals 
They wero threatened with political annihila- 
tion ir they bolted from the party platform, 
whatever that may have been, as regarded 
each bill before the Legislature; but there woro 
gyren voices so attractive on the other aide 
fhat these weak republican members had to 
kuccumb to their seductive strains. 


With all this alleged demoralization we

Tne two flrst assaults were repulsed by 
the Cubans; the third was very determined and 
severe, and the Cubans began to waver, vrhen Que- 
sada ordered the rear guard to the front. They ad- 
vanced, driving the Cubans into the front ranks of 
the enemy. A hand-to-hand combat ensued, In which 
the butchery was horrible. The Spaniards finally gave 
way and retreated, but In good order. Tneir loss 
is estimated at ieo killed and 300 wounded; that of 
the Cubans at 200 Kuied and a proportionate num- 
ber wounded.

Taat there has been a 
decline admits ot no doubt; but, except in special 
instances of unusual pressure, we do not think it is 
yet sRch a decline as involves actual loss to the for- 
mer purchasers.

Sometuing lifee the "Suburban vil- 
lage and General Dwellings Compatiy" could do a 
vast deal towards promoting everv interest in tola 
city. Tne city needs witnin ils limits and within its 
suburbs a larger population or families who own the 
houses in which they live. The sense of home is a 
perennmal fountain of living waters. All the virtues 
bloom about It It most be at the basis of all solid 
prosperity. Without it all riches and all splendors 
painfully scriEe the beholder as transitory, and ready 
to go ia the wind either at Hie soft call of the breeze 
or the Hoarse threat ot sue storm. Those who own 
large tracts or real estate in the suburbs could not 
mate a better investment ihan to convert the half or 
it into suitable family residences, not to be rented, 
but sold^to their occupants on terms which would 
ensure payment by ever/purchaser possessing either 
thrift or substance.

Nbtwitustanaink this in- 
crease tbe market is not gorged, as is evidenced in 
the fact tbat the price or coal is sun nigh. Indeed, 
at the last public sale of Scranton coal at New Tort

stamps. The law does not, in so many words, in di- 
rect terms prohibit the sale or stamps by persons 
other than collectors or the purchase of such stamps 
from persons other than collectors. It was, how- 
ever, clearly the intention of Congress to limit the 
sale and purchase ol tobacco stamps to and from a 
collector or internal revenue. The Commissioner, 
according to the provisions of the law. Is authorized 
to furnish stamps only to collectors, and they are 
»the only persons authorized to sell stamps. The 
«ale of stamps by any other person is an un- 
authorized 
sale, 
and even 
collectors 
are 


restricted In 
their 
Bales. They cannot 
sell 


to any one, but only to maunracturers, importers 
and such <HJier persons as are required by law to 
affix stamps to, unstamped goods berore selling or 
offering them for sale. Collectors are held account- 
able ror all the stiwnps entrusted to them, and are 
required to give an a«!ount, not only or the value of 
such stamps, but also oi the disposition which they 
mate of them.

Opposition Meeting in 


A meeting rn opposition to lay representation was 


held last evening In the Central Methodist Episcopal 
churcn, Wlliiamsb'uri^ 


Brother James Bradley presided and thj venerable 


and reverend Mr. Hatfield offered prayer. 


Mr BttADtfiT slated that the objector the meeting 


was to hear the views of brethren in opposition to 
lay representation. 
He called upon the Eev. Mr. 


Saxe for a few remarks. 


Mr. SAXE, on rising, said that although he was 


nominally a clergyman he was practically a layman. 
With regard to the proposed change In the govern- 
ment or the Church, he did not believe that there 
was any clasa of laymen In tue Church which could 
spare the time necessary to attend the conferences. 
He did not see how the Interests or the Church were 
to be subserved by lay representation. 


The Rev. Mr. ADAMS said that he was not a cham- 


pion on either side of the question. He was In 
doubt. For the past hundred years the Church had 
prospered wonderfully withont lay representation, 
and he did not believe that the masses or the Church 
required any change. The demand comes from the 
wealthy members of the Church, who constitute a 
little majority, ir their voices were hushed we 
should never hear another word about lay represen- 
tation. The masses or the Church are perfectly sat- 
isfied with its existing government. In his expe- 
rience all tne men who have made trouble in 
tbe 
Church are those who possess 
money. 
They have troubled me and threatened to cut 
oir my bread and batter. They now demand lay re- 
presentation simply because they have the control of 
money. In conclusion, Mr. Adams did not appiove 
or laymen sitting in conference with clergymen be- 
cause they never heard divine calls. 
The Rev. Dr. POBTBB, late agent of the Book Con- 
cern, said that the present qncBtf on was first brought 
to his mind in 1840. He did not then believe In lay 
representation and had not since changed his mind. 
It Is argued that we should have lay representation 
now because we are rich. But who of nsare rich! 
Certainly not the clergymen. Tbe laity now own 
the church, edifices, the graveyards, the school- 
houses and the colleges, ana the General Con- 
Terence has no control over the property of the 
Cimrelk What, then, can the laity obtain by taking 
part In Ihe deliberations of the General Conference f 
The business transacted is purely of a spiritual na- 
ture, and the laity have nothing to do with it. To 
rnlc the ministers is to make slaves of them, and 
thus destroy their usefulness. Ho dia not believe 
that a conference mode up of lay and clerical dole- 
gat«s, as proposed, was In accord with our demo- 
cratic Institutions, becanse tho people are not to 
nave a voice In the election or the lay delegates. 
The plan proposed Is, for the quarterly conference, 
composed of clergymen, to elect lay delegates to the 
General Conference, thus depriving tho sweet 
people of any voice in the matter. In con- 
cluding his remarks, Dr. Porter said 
that 


If 
he was a Congregatlonallat or a Baptist 
he would favor lay representation, because they 
have little to represent. But as the Methodist 
Church had prospered lor a hundred years under Ite 
present government he was willing to have tho 
same government Qontlnned. 


Mr. MORGAN, of-sjt. John's church, laid he did not 
approve of the contemplated change. He was gatls- 
fled to leave well enough alone, and let tho matter 
rest. He would vote against lay representation.
